From  the  first  class  day  of 
mstruction,  Wednesday, 
September  17,  1879,  with 
some  60  students  in  attend- 
ance —  from  the  first  gradu- 
ating class  of  1881  with  four 
men  donning  mortar  boards 
as  seniors  —  Ashland  Col- 
lege has  graduated  thou- 
sands of  students  and  has 
expanded  its  faculty  from 
the  original  six  to  around 
100  professors  today.

When  Ezra  C.  Packer  and  his 
Brethren  contemporaries  organ- 
ized the  charter  for  Ashland  Col- 
lege in  1878,  a  building  had  to 
be  constructed  in  order  for  them 
to  instruct.  The  original  Found- 
ers Hall,  built  in  1878,  was  the 
only  building  on  the  campus 
consisting  of  some  28  acres. 

It  was  in  this  building  that  the 
first  students  experienced  the 
novelty  of  a  college  education.  It 
was  a  magnificent  structure  and 
as  the  name  implies,  was  the" 
base  and  early  foundation  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Brethren 
School.

In  the  early  beginnings.  Found- 
er's Hall  housed  students  on  the 
top  floor,  contained  recitation 
rooms  and  offices.  In  the  1928 
Pine  Whispers  it  is  stated  that  "A 
large  part  of  the  first  floor  of  Found- 
er's Hall  building  is  taken  up  with 
the  chapel  auditorium,  a  room 
which  is  now  inadequate  for  the 
300  odd  students  that  assemble 
there  every  morning  of  each  school 
day  for  the  chapel  devotionals.

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It  remained  a  center  for  class 
rooms  until  its  destruction  in  1953. 
On  October  19,  1953,  a  fire  of 
undetermined  origin  swept  its  way 
through  the  structure.  The  fire's 
flaming  tongue  destroyed  the  con- 
tents and  left  charred  remains 
behind  as  a  hapless  reminder.  After 
the  debris  was  cleared  away,  a 
resurge  of  an  ancient  tradition  took 
place  on  the  campus.  It  was  time  to 
rebuild  and  prepare  for  the  produc- 
tive future  of  Ashland  College. 


New  Founder  is  built 


From  the  late  fif- 
ties to  the  early  sev- 
enties Ashland's 
campus  grew  rap- 
idly. With  an 
expanding  campus 
the  curriculum  also 
expanded.  The  stu- 
dent enrollment 
increased  especially 
in  the  sixties 
because  of  the  Viet 
Nam  War.  What  was 
unforeseen  in  the 
sixties  became 
apparent  in  the  sev- 
enties. With  Peace 
Time  the  drop  in 
student  enrollment 
became  a  major 
concern.

The  bright  future  was  tinged 
with  financial  difficulties  once 
again.  Tuition  costs  soared 
because  of  economic  inflation. 
Within  100  years  the  cost  of 
dorm  life  had  increased  from  the 
1 879  price  of  $2.00  per  week  for 
a  furnished  room  with  a  table 
board  or  the  optional  $1.75  per 
week  for  an  unfurnished  room 
with  a  table  board,  to  around 
$4000.00  per  year  in  1978.

If  anything  has  changed 
in  the  1 00  years  of  Ashland 
College,  it  would  have  to  be 
the  social  life  and  stand- 
ards. On  August  29,  1888 
a  new  charter  was  insti- 
tuted changing  the  name 
of  Ashland  College  to  Ash- 
land University.  The  col- 
lege had  expanded  by  this 
time  to  include  a  course  of 
study  for  the  seminary  stu- 
dent. With  this  change, 
new  rules  were  written.  In 
1888  .  .  .  Rule  #1.  Danc- 
ing, card  playing,  billiard- 
playing  and  visiting  any  bil- 
liard saloon  or  any  immoral 
place  is  forbidden.  Rule  # 
2.  No  student  shall  use 
tobacco  in  any  form  in  any 
of  the  University  buildings. 
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—  Physical  education 


Rule  #3.  The  University  is  a 
place  for  work.  Young  persons 
seeking  chiefly  social  enjoy- 
ment should  look  elsewhere  to 
gratify  their  wishes  as  their 
presence  m  the  University 
would  tend  to  demoralize  those 
of  higher  aspirations. 

Rule  #4.  Young  women  are 
forbidden  to  receive  gentlemen 
during  the  morning  or  after- 
noon study  hours  or  later  than 
10  o'clock  in  the  evening.  They 
are  required  to  return  to  their 
homes  immediately  from  all 
evening  entertainments. 

Such  were  some  of  the 
"social"  rules  at  this  time. 
Today  they  sound  rather  strin- 
gent. But  for  many  years  rules 
similar  in  content  remained  in 
order  to  insure  a  high  standard 
of  education. 
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Through  the  20's,  30's  on  through 
the  sixties,  visitation  rules  between 
young  men  and  women  were  closely 
guarded.  A  young  man  had  to  meet 
the  house  mother  first  and  be 
escorted  by  her  to  the  female's  room. 
Doors  remained  opened  and  in  the  lat- 
ter sixties,  house  mothers  could  spot 
check  to  see  if  the  young  men  were 
keeping  one  foot  on  the  floor.

The  social  life  was  rather  limited 
in  the  early  1900's;  the  campus 
was  suffering  from  a  lack  of  funds. 
There  wasn't  a  maintenance  crew 
as  we  know  of,  but  the  first  natural 
mowing  machines  were  goats.  Yes! 
Ashland  College  was  once  a  goat 
pasture  some  77  years  ago.

And  because  of  this  fact  a  very 
"social"  thing  to  do  as  a  college 
student  was  to  kidnapp  the  goats 
and  place  them  in  such  areas  as 
the  belfry  of  Founder's  Hall  or 
the  old  gymnasium  during  a 
midnight  raid. 

Eventually  a  man  was  hired  to 
maintain  the  campus,  and  the 
goats  were  put  out  to  pasture 
somewhere  else.  And  in  the 
1920's  a  new  tradition  was 
begun  by  the  senior  class.

The  tradition  became  the  handing  down  of  the  toy  goat  from  the  senior  class  to  the  junior  class  for  sake-keeping.  It  was 
done  during  following  commencements.  The  tradition  lasted  until  the  mid-sixties  when  the  toy  goat  apparently  disap- 
peared. The  senior  class  of  1978  has  tried  to  locate  the  goat,  but  could  it  be  that  someone  is  trying  to  .  .  .  kidd  .  .  .us? 
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-  An  old  student  union  in  Founder's 
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One  tradition  that  hasn't  mysteriously  disappeared  is  that  of  May  Day.  The  first  May 
Day  was  held  in  1917,  but  was  quite  a  bit  different  from  the  celebrations  today.  It  was 
during  this  time  that  the  students  demanded  some  public  form  of  a  social  gathering. 
One  other  function  begun  later  was  the  annual  fall  homecoming. 

These  two  functions  were  the  highlights  of  the  school  year.  Until  the  early  1970's  a 
May  Queen  and  a  dance  around  the  Maypole  was  a  must!  But  today  the  May  Day  Queen 
and  maypole  have  given  way  to  live  bands  and  other  forms  of  entertainment.  The  tradi- 
tional fall  homecoming.  Queen  and  Court  are  still  observed  today.
